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SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT NO. ONE. 
Committee, JosePpH FoOLLANSBEE. Money appropriated, $279,- 
32. Length of Schools; 85 weeks. 

Teacher, first term, Miss Lizzie M. Hooke of Kingston. ‘This 
was Miss Hooke’s first effort at teaching. She manifested much 
affection for her pupils. She has since stepped out in a new di- 
rection, leaving the care of the school for that of the household, 
and we trust she may find it an agreeable change. ‘The second 
term was taught by Miss Nellie J. Sanborn of Kingston, and we 
are pleased to say that the school greatly improved while under 
her care. A teacher of considerable experience, and one who has 
made the business of teaching a study, Miss Sanborn met with a 
success which was gratifying to the committee, and which must 
have given pleasure to the citizens of the District. Your com- 
mittee was gratified also to meet, at the closing exercises, a large 
number of the parents and other friends of the pupils. These ex- 
ercises were admirably conducted by the teacher, and evinced good 
improvement in the various branches. 
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DISTRICT NO. TWO. 

Committee, Smirh N. Wetce. Money appropriated, $214,26. 
Length of Schools, 32 weeks. 

Teacher, first and second terms, Miss Florence R. Goodwin of ~ 
Kingston. Miss Goodwin taught the past season for the first 
time, and she taught so well that we hope she may be induced to 
spend many years in the schoolroom. Her mottoes seemed to be : 
work slowly and surely do little; and do-it thoroughly—excellent 
mottoes for the teachers in our schools. Her patient and persever- 
ing labors were well rewarded in the advancement of her school. 
Had it not been for the illness of this teacher, she would Have 
taught the school during the year. The winter term was taught 
by Miss Loucina Kelley of this town. The school was again in 
ood hands, Miss Kelley maintaining the good order which had 
before been apparent, and also by her continued and well directed 
efforts, advancing the interests of the school. ‘The closing exam- 
tion was satisfactory to your committee. 


DISTRICT NO. THREE. 

Committee, CHARLES H. Towir. Money appropriated, 119 62. 
Length of Schools, 23 weeks. 

Both terms were taught by Mrs. Sarah E. Parker of this town, 
who taught here for the first time. The school is so small in this 
district that it requires a teacher of considerable tact and inge- 
nuity to excite sufficient interest on the part of the pupils to in- 
duce a love for study and a desire [for improvement. Such tact 
and ingenuity Mrs. Parker seemed to possess; the closlng ex- 
amination giving evidence of a faithful teacher and diligent schol- 
ars. We were pleased to find the pupils so prompt in their reci- 
tations and so polite in their behavior. An object of interest at 
the closing exercises was a well loaded tree with presents for teach- 
er, scholars and visitors. 

The whole amount of money expended for schools was as fol- 
lows: ‘Town’s money, $591 50; literary fund, 21 70. Total, 
613 20. The literary fund was equally divided among the dis- 
tricts.
